but an army of men In the employ of 
TJncle Sam are burdened with mental 
practice unheard of, as regards ex- 
tent. In any other country In the world 
ThliiRs that a railway postal 
clerk 


must remember havo Increased In such 
volume that one would think that 
every cell of his brain would bo filled 
with the name of n post cilice nnd a 
railway connection, and the wonder Is 
that the clerk's mind docs not falter 
under tho pressure. Desplr.e these 
facts cases of Insanity among- 
this 


class of public servants are rare. 


One Chicago postal clerk maintain- 


ed for several years n record of 21,000 
cards (which take the place of letters 
in examinations) with an average per 
cent of correct distribution of a frac- 
tion over !)[) per 
cent. Ho 
knew 


how to reach that many offices In sev- 
eral etates by the shortest, quickest 
route, and he knew the correct l 
tlon of each office In Its state. 


A cleric on the New York and Chica- 


go railway post office must know the 
correct location of every post office In 
a group of states made tip of Illinois; 
Jowa. Wisconsin, Indiana, Minnesota, 
South Dakota and Nebraska, In these 
seven states there arc 12,317 post of- 
ilceH. Not only Is the clerk required 
to ho "up" on the general 
scheme, 


which means tho correct location of 
the post office In each state, but ho 
must know how to reach the whole 
twelve thousand post offices from ono 
or more stations. 


A clerk running between Chicago 


anil Minneapolis underwent no fewer 
than seventy eight examinations In lf> 
y-cars, learning 13,00:1 offices In fifteen 
:liffcrcnt sections of the country. In 
some of tho examinations he was re- 
quired to make a Chicago distribution 
which means that while running over 
:he country at tho rate of a mile a mln- 
itc he must distribute letters to tho 
carriers of the Chicago delivery. Ho 
must not only know where every pub-; 
~lc building and leading mercantile 
louse Is located, hut also how to di- 
vide the numbers 
on a 
particular 


street so that he can "tie out" his let- 
:ers to the correct carrier according to 
tlio route of tho latter. This same 
clerk made thirteen examinations In 
ten months, with an average of cor- 
rect distribution of !)9.88 per 
cent. 


In twenty examinations ho came out 
or nlno of them with a clear 100 per 
cent. each. 


Think of such a task, taking Into 


consideration tho puzzling similarity 
of names .that arc used to designate 
post olHces! Then, too, must be con- 
sidered the fact that there are hun- 
ilreds of' cases where In each stato 
is a post office of the same 
name. 


For Instance, In the states 
named 


above there are five post olllcos named 
Hamilton, six Grants, four Oarflclds, 
four Genevas, four Jeffersons and so 
on. In some Instances thero 
Is a 


post olflco of thp same name In each 
of tho seven states. As any one may 
Imagine, this only tends to confuso 
tho average mind.—Chicago Record- 
Herald,

Demand for Materials for Smoking 


Grows in China and Japan — 


500 Cars to Go. 


Contracts lately secured by west- 


ern roads call for what Is believed 
to ho the largest movement of tobacco 
from this country to the orient on rec- 
ord. 
They coll for the shipment of 


Mm car loads of tobacco In the loaf 
from 
Virginia and Wisconsin 
via 


Chicago Kt. Paul to Japan and China, 
Where the crude weed will be convert- 
ed Into cigars anil cigarettes. 


During the past two years there 


has not been much tobacco whipped 
from this county to the orlent.-Clgars 
unit cigarettes have gone In large con 
slgmncnts but little of leaf tobacco 
has bofin shipped. 
The tobacco 
In 


the big shipment that has just been 
arranged for will be In hogsheads. 


Part, of the tobacco Is now enroute 


Irom the southeast. 
The rondK that 


have captured the business from the 
HuiithejiHt to Chicago and from there 
'o the twin cities nre not. made known 
but the bulk of It will go from 
St. 


Paul and Minneapolis over the great 
Northern Hue and tile rest will go 
by the Northern Pacific. 
The former 


will haul the tobacco to Seattle, where 
it will lie delivered to steamslps for 
the Orient, and the latter line will 
take Its traffic to Tacoma. 


Up to this year the finished product 


of tobacco, cigars and 
cigarettes, 


jirinlcpally the latter, has been ship- 
ped to the orient In preference to the 
raw weed. 
The 'oaslencrs are now 


demanding the . crude leaf, preferlng 
to make their own cigarettes.

!s the bigger market for American to* 
bacco. though the trade with 
China
